The recent defalcations by men of the 


highest social standing have not only 
greatly ihocked tbe public mind, but- 
they have aroused a great deal of re- 
flection upon the probable causes o! 
such conduct in such men. 
Many 


crimes of the worst kind are at le*at 
intelligible. 
Eugene Aram murders 


Clarke lor money. Old Mr. White, in 
Salem, was murdered, by men whp 
would gain by his death. There are 
also crime*, of passion, of anger, ot 
jealousy, of revenge, which are all 
comprehensible in a certain sense. 
Then there are crimes which are uc 
crimes, as when a starving boy steals a 
leg of mutton, in which case the moral 
guilt disappears. 


But when a man is not only of com- 


fortable pecuniary condition, but is 
rich; when he is lapped in luxury and 
ease; carefully educated and trained in 
the most refined and exemplary'society, 
in which the mere suspicion of dishon- 
esty is fatal; when neither- circum- 
stance nor health nor temperament 
solicits him to dishonor, and he is per- 
fectly conscious of the unspeakable 
consequences of his conduct to those 
whom he loves tenderly; when there is 
no conceivable temptation or reason or 
excuse, within or without, BO apparent 
weakness of the moral ' sense; no 
hereditary tendency, and the man sud- 
denly proves to be a thief and a 
swindler, and is so overwhelmed with 
the discovery of his dishonesty that he 
kills himself—what is the explanation P 


It is a mystery, and all the pro- 


founder because of the meanness of the 
obvious motive. 


When the starving boy steals food, 


we say the moral guilt vanishes, al- 
though the English law used to hang 
him lor it, but nad no penalty for Col- 
onel Charteris, or for the Duke of 
Quoensbury, who was a hereditary 
law-maker. In the case we are con- 
sidering, however, the only motive is 
inexpressibly contemptible. It is the 
wish to paint the lily, to gild the gold. 
The man who has one yacht would nave 
two yachts. His dinner service is of 
Sevres, but he would have another of 
Dresden. His horse is the fleetest of 
horses, but he would have a pair. He 
has frosh figs daily from his green- 
granates also. His house is costly and 
beautiful, but he would rival the Al- 
hambra. His wife's diamond tiara 
dazzles every beholder, but she must 
udd to it a necklace of black pearls. 
These are his aims, and for these he 
dishonors his name, blows out his 
brains, and wounds irremediably the 
hearts that fondly love him. 


His crime is the result of an' undue 


exaltation of wealth, and such exalta- 
tion is the bane and peril of American 
society. 
To penetrate the charmed 


pale of "society" i» the instinct of 
wealth, and in » country where there is 
no social hierarchy, wealth can have 
and does have its way. It is one ad- 
vantage of a society of ol«ss that wealth' 
can not buy its way^yond its caste. 
H. R. H., indeed, may condescend to 
eat your exquisite dinners and" ad- 
mire your precious collection,, but yon

ettndem. Tbe blue blood, 
whatever 


that sacred fluid may be, flows in the 
veins of yonder beldam, shriveled >ta 
body and purse, and she instinctively 
takes haughty precedence of the gem- 
crusted beauty who flashes with new 
splendor upon the court. 
But the 


beauty knows and the husband knows, 
and they both know that everybody 
else knows, that all the gems of Gol- 
conda can not be transmuted into one 
drop of that mystic blood. 


But in a country where you can break 


into the sa<'.red pale with a bar of gold, 
everybody knows that the pit out of 
which social distinction is digged is a 
gold mine. To scale society is only to 
climb a golden stair. The more gold 
the more distinction. Not rank for 
public service, a coronet or Westmin- 
ster Abbey, not the noble tradition of 
a long line of ancestors whispering 
sternly noblesse oblige, but mere pro- 
fiihe and splendid expenditure, will 
open the awful gates and seat you at 
the highest table. And it is the plain 
moral of all the recent betrayal of 
trust, the inene. mene, flashing upon 
tlic wall of the banqueting chamber, 
that while we accept money as the 
credential and passport, instead of 
actual service, actual accomplishmen't 
and distinction, we put a premium 
upon dishonesty and robbery. 


This tendency is encouraged by noth- 


ing more than by the reports in the 
newspapers of the trivial details of the 
lives of rich people. The dinners and 
the drives of Midas are of as much in- 
trinsic public interest when he earns 
ten dollars a week as when his income 
is ten thousand dollars a day. The 
only reason that they are recorded in 
the latter event is that his income is im- 
mense. This casts a prodigious glam- 
our upon the mere fact of wealth, and 
greatly strengthens the temptation to 
obtain It at any cost. The daily an- 
nouncement that Mr. and'Mrs. Bonan- 
aa yesterday entertained Mr. and Mrs. 
Gnich at dinner is not merely a ludic- 
rous imitation of the foreign gazette ot 
a recognized social hierarchy, but it is 
a stimulant to get within the circle the 
incidents of whose social intercourse 
are recorded like those of royalty or of 
aristocracy. The key to that circle .is 
n key of gold, and the stimulant incites 
tlie "legion who crave that notoriety 
more than any other prize to get the 
gold key—honestly if they can, but 
quiokly at all events.—Oeorge Willicun 
Curtis, in Harper'a Magazine. 


Vinegar in Diphtheria-. 


Dr. Engleman has made a number of 


experiments with vinegar in drpntbtria 
and come to the conclusion'that it is » 
powerful antiseptic of almost specific 
effect in that disease. He employed 
either common vinegar or the official 
aeetum internally 1 : 4, as gargle 1 :2, 
and- 
undiluted; as spray 1 ;2or9; if 


.applied with a. brush undiluted. An 
addition of S: 10 tinegar sufficed utter- 
ly to prevent the growth of tbe nricito- 
organisma. It is a special advantage; 
that the taste is not disagreeable, and' 
that even 'when applied undiluted, 
there is no danger of any cauterizing 
or intoxicating effect—N. T. Pott.

JumVing Into his pung, Mr. Brooks drove 
rapidly to Lexington and notifted the au- 
thorities of hto dincovery, which confirms 
the suspicion, aroused by the nnd lug of the 
bloody clothing in Lexington Tuesday, 
that a horrible murder had been com- 
mitted in the vicinity. 
On receipt of the Information a reportei 


and two other men visited the scene. They 
found near the arm a blood-besmeared 
pioceofthe JCmning Btford 
of December 


"8 which corresponds In date and appear- 
ance to a bloody piece of the same paper 
which was picked up yesterday near the 
oundleof clothing. The latter was so 
besmeared with blood as to Indicate being 
used as a towel by the murderer. A large 
rubber horse-cover had been thrown from 
the road for the purpose ef concealing the 
remftins, butit failed of Ita purpose by 
landing upon Intervening bushes. There 
was a pool of blood In tbe middle of thu 
road. 
The party followed the road for over a 


mile, to a densely wooded hill. On the left 
of thin, in a deep (rullv, a naked, headless 
body was found. Deep cuts In the hip and 
foreleg indicated that the murderers liud 
severed the left limb as they had the right, 
which had been rudely chopped off at the 
thigh. One arin was also missing from 
tbe body and presumably was found with 
the head down the road. 
Dr. J. O. G. Filton, who led the party, 


gave Immediate instructions that no one 
should touch tbe remains or approach too 
near the place to destroy such traces ot 
the perpetrators of the crime as might 
exist. A time-table of the railroad be- 
tween Somerville and Bo.tonwas found 
in the murdered man's pocket: also a 
ticket to Bomerville. This leads the police 
to surmise that the man may have be- 
longed to Cambridge, Bomerville or 
Boston. Tbe left leg of the body is stiB 
missing. The place where the body was 
found is a very lonely one. The man 
might have been murdered, chopped to 
piece! and thrown out of awagon without 
danger of observation. 


A young man named Nowlan called upon 


the Somerville police last evening and ex- 
pressed his belief that the murdered man 
was hl» employer, George A. Codman, a 
milkman of Somervllle. 
Nowlan says 


that Codman drove away Tuesday morn- 
ing in a sleigh with a young man whom he 
addressed as "Frank," and who was a 
stranger to Nowlan. Codman had collect- 
ed all the money he could, and told Now- 
lan be did know when h« should return. 
Codman's clothes, as described bj Now- 
lan, correspond with those found with the 
body, especially the mittens, which ha 
been mended with bed-licking. The po- 
lice are confident that this clew will lead 
to a solution of the murder. 


A dispatch from Lexington stales that 


the boUv has been fully identified as thai 
of George A. Codmau, the Somerville 
milkman. There la no clew lo the mur- 
derer, nor has the team with which Cod- 
man ami his companion left Somerville 
been found. The money which Codman 
started with—about two hundred and fifty 
dollars—Is gone.

DISEASE GERMS. 


A Word About Disinfectant- and SbnpU 
Antiseptic Substance*. 


The committee on disinfectants of 


the American Public Health Associa- 
tion calls attention in its report to a 
distinction which is not always accn- 
ratelv enough observed between disin- 
fectants—substances 
which 
destroy 


germs—and simple antiseptics, which 
prevent their development Many of 
the preparations put on the market as 
disinfectants are in reality only anti- 
septics. While practically the words 
disinfectant, in the strict sense, and 
germicide are considered to mean the 
same thing, so long as it is not proved 
that all the infections are developed 
from germs, we must regard "disin- 
feotan?' as" a word of more general sig- 
nificance than germicide. But, as a 
matter of fact, those agents which by 
laboratory 
experiments 
have 
been 


proved to be the most potent germi- 
cides have also been shown to be the 
most reliable 
disinfectants. 
While 


antiseptic agents may fail to fulfill tho 
stronger purpose of disinfectants, they 
are known to exercise a restraining in- 
fluence on the development of ^disease 
germs, and their use during epidemics 
& recommended, when masses of or- 
ganic material in the vicinity of human 
habitations can not be completely de- 
stroyed or removed or disinfected. A 
substance of this kind is sulphate of 
iron, or copperas, which, while it does 
not destroy the vitality of disease germs 
or the infecting power of material con- 
taining them, is a verv valuable anti- 
septic, tha low price of which makes it 
one of the most available agents for the 
arrest of putrefactive decomposition. 
While an antiseptic agent is not neces- 
sarily a disinfectant, all disinfectants 
are antiseptics; for putrefactive decom- 
position is doe to the development of 
germs of the same- class as that to 
which disease germs belong, and the 
agents which destroy the latter also 
destroy the bacteria of putrefaction 
when Drought in contact with them in 
sufficient quantity, or restrain their de- 
velopment when present in smaller 
amounts. 
Antiseptics are a poor sub- 


stitute for cleanliness.

Rom, Jan. 5.—It Is stated that tbe Pope 


recently wrote- to the Archbishops of Dub- 
lin and Cork, instructing- them not to »up- 
port the Nationalist rent movement, bnt 
the injunction baa been disregarded.

Yesterday afternoon Judge Hughes 


gave an order that brought forth much 
advene orittotom about the city.

The Judge 
bad bad a little tilt witb Attorney Buck- 
ingham, of counsel (or the defense, and 
be was more or leu annoyed by men 
coming in and out of the court room, the 
tramping and moving about In some 
measure interfering witb the business of 
the court. Finally the Judge ordered 
two bailiffs to stand at the doors and al- 
low none to enter except those who were 
interested as witnesses in tbe case then 
on trial. There were perhaps 200 people 
in the court room at tbe time, and plenty 
of space for 200 or 800 more. The Judge 
further ordered that any man in the room 
caught laughing, talking or making any 
noise whatever, should be put out. Tbe 
order was rigidly enforced by tbe bailiffs, 
and every man who applied for admission 
was asked if be was a witness. If not, be 
was denied admission, whether he wanted 
lo confer with an attorney or not. 


This order caused general criticism 


about tbe city. Several farmers who 
wanted into the room and were abut out 
said they never heard ot circuit court be- 
ing held in Macon county witb closed 
doors, and they couldn't understand it. 
Judge Hughes was Been by a REPUBLICAN 
reporter during a five minutes' recess of 
the court. He said: "Tw, the doors are 
closed against all stragglers. This is no 
place for idlers and loafers, and they 
shall not enter to disturb tbe court," It 
was suggested that such order would 
bring him more fame 
"Can't help it," 


was the reply. "Loafers must keep ont" 


It waa expected that tbe doom would 


be closed this forenoon, but they were 
not. 
The baihfis were absent and people
